The  very  fcaindation  of  the  original  contract  was  that  the 
Oaiid  Trunk  peojjle  should  he  sati-tied  during  the  c.nialrucliun 
p,eri(Ki,  winch  was  but  right,  a-  the  ruad  was  built  by  the  country 
lo  be  leas,  d  to  them.  The  present  government  has  altered  this 
fundamental  understanding,  and  now  a  long,  bitter  and, 
for  the  country,  destructive  controversy  looms  ahead.
